These tiger culw are loe large, too strong and too aggressive lo have direct contact with the public with minimal risk 
df harm. Whan an animal, ragartfass al age, siza or waighL has any type al readicn that could causa injury, if should 
not be used for exhibitions where the puWic is in direct contact with the animals.
